£125,000,000 LOST 


BATAVIA, Tuesday. — Their 
“scorched earth” policy is, so far, 
estimated to have cost-the Netherlands 
East Indies £125,000,000. As a result 
of the loss and destruction of the oil 
wells and installations they will now 
have to supplement their own oil pro- 
duction from elsewhere, instead of hav- 
ing a surplus for export, as only the 
production of Java and Ceram is now 
available. It is believed, however, that 
large stocks of oil acchmulated in Java 
will meet war requirements for a 
period. —(Reuter.) 

Batavia radio warned Java's 
40,000,000 that the “‘enemy is at the 
gates of Java, and will soon storm 
these gates.” 

Mr. Charles van Der Las, member of 
the Netherlands East, Indies Council, 
emphasised that the Japanese were 
driving closer. *‘ The population is now 
called upon to meet its test. Much 
depends on our courage and tenacity, ’ 
he said.—(A.P.)

WEST INDIES ATTACK 


WILLEMSTAD, CURACAO, Tues- 
day.—The latest list of casualties shows 
that two men were killed and two 
badly injured, while 28 others are still 
missing from the ships torpedoed by 
Axis submarines in the attack on the 
Dutch West Indies.’ 

The communiqué states—‘‘ When the 
Lago Refinery—on Aruba Island—was 
being shelled the night before last, and 
was made visible by a series of tracer 
shots, American ‘planes immediately 
took off, and, guided by the gun 
fiashes, soon arrived above the enemy 
vessel. The aircraft threw the enemy 
ship into relief by dropping a para: 
chute flare. The enemy submarine 
thereupon immediately ceased fire, 
which had so far been without effect, 
and sought safety in a crash dive. At 
daybreak American ‘planes carried out 
a widespread submarine chase, which 
saved many tankers from destruction, 
and bombers on several occasions 
dropped bombs which exploded near 
the target. Twice a large oil stain was 
seen, and once this was accompanied 
by air bubbles. Later a scouting ‘plane 
reported that a vessel was burning in 
the Venezuelan Gulf, and vessels were 
directed there to save the crew.’’

Mr. Churchill, dealing first with the 
escape of the three German warships, 
said :—‘‘ The position of these ships 
became a serious preoccupation for the 
Admiralty. They lay on the flank of 
our main convoy route to the east and 
could make a sortie at any time on to 
the Atlantic trade routes or into the 
Mediterranean, The Admiralty pressed 
for their continued attack from the air 
in the hopes of disabling them and 
preventing them being repaired. This 
process continued for more than ten 
months, during which time the ships 
undoubtedly were hit several times, 
and repair work made very difficult. 
No less than 4,000 tons of bombs were 
dropped and 3,299 bombing sorties (Mr. 
Churchill meant the number of ’planes 
employed) were made upon them, with 
a loss of 247 Air Force personnel and 
43 aircraft. 
“The situation entailed almost con- 
tinuous naval precautions, in the hopes 
of being ready at all times to meet 
the various threats which these ships 
constituted. The bombing of these 
ships was, however, so severe that the 
Germans evidently came to the deci- 
sion that they could not maintain them 
any longer at Brest and that they must 
retyrn to Germafty. We do not know 
whether this was for the purpose of 
effecting final repairs or of enabling 
them to work up to full efficiency in 
the sheltered waters of the Baltic, 


CHANNEL ROUTE 


“ The Germans rejected the plan of 
returning northabout and preferred to 
run the admittedly serious risks of the 
Channel passage. In the Atlantic 
Ocean they would have run a great 
risk of being picked up by our exten- 
sive reconnaissance from ships and from 
aircraft carriers,of being slowed down by 
torpedo attacks, of being brought to 
action against overwhelming forces, as 
was the éi, The Channel run, 
on the other hand, was a run of under 
twenty-four hours, part of which could 
be made in darkness, possibly by sur- 
prise, and they had the opportunity of 
choosing the weather most favourable. 
The whole way through the Channel 
and along the Dutch’ coast they had 
the advantage of a powerful air 
umbrella. The dangers of running past 
the Dover batteries in suitable condi- 
tions were not great. Our slow convoys 
repeatedly traverse the Straits of 
Dover and are repeatedly bombarded 
by the German guns on the French 
shore, but this had not stopped our 
convoy traffic. 

““One great danger is mines,’ but 
this they might have hoped to avoid 
by energetic sweeping. There remained, 
however, the action of surface ships 
and aircraft. Air reconnaissance would 
show the Germans that neither heavy 
ships nor even cruisers were in those 
narrow waters, and, therefore, attacks 
by flotillas of destroyers and small 
torpedo boats were all that need be 
expected, apart from the air. 


GUARDING CHANNEL 


**Some people seem to think that 
heavy forces should be stationed, so as 
to be able to intercept them, in the 
Channel or North Sea. Had we done 
so, our ships would be liable to the 
same scale of air attack as were the 
German ships at Brest. Such disposi- 
tions would dangerously weaken the 
preventive measures which we had to 
take to safeguard our convoys andi 
guard the northern passage, and deal 
with the other heavy German ships, 
Tirpitz, Lutzow and Scheer.

the Germans have thrown reserves. 

The reported Red Army advance 
into the northern corner of White 
Russia still lacks confirmation, but 
Swedish ea persist with such re- 
ports, the latest being from the 
Moscow Correspondent of the Svenska 
Dagbladet. his writer says that 
Russian cavalry have pierced the 
German defence lines, and captured 40 
German positions since they crossed 
the border a few days ago, and de- 
stroyed six infantry battalions. 

In Southern Russia the surprising 
thing is not that the Russian advance 
has been slowed down in recent. weeks, 
but that the troops engaged here— 
hauling heavy equipment through 
formidable. snows, and: confronted 
with the strongest resistance of the 
entire front—should have made pro- 
bus at all.— (Press “Association and 

uter. ) 


The German-held ancient city of 


sector on the Leningrad front, was re- 
ported to be threatened by steadily 
driving Red Army troops, who crushed 
formidable German counter-attacks, 
says an Associated Press message from 
Moscow. In the equally important 
Donetz Basin, in the south, the Rus- 
sians inflicted severe casualties on the 
counter-attacking. Germans. These 
successes were reported in Russian 
Press despatches from the front. In 
the Donetz fighting the Germans, de- 
spite the weather, used ganks and fresh 
reserves. i 

German Radio said there was con- 
siderable activity on Laxe Ilmen, and 
German ‘planes carried out low level 
attacks on Soviet troops preparing to 
attack the German lines. The Rus- 
sians were forced to disperse. 

On Sunday, ‘‘48 Soviet ’planes were 
destroyed, 29 in aerial combat, two by 
A.A. guns, and the remainder on the 
ground. The Germans lost four 
planes.”’ 


RESERVES MASSING 


Red Star. despatches said that the 
Russians and Germans were accumulat- 
ing man . power reserves on the 
“ Western Front,” and mentioned the 
use of Hurricanes and British tanks 
in battles. ‘‘The fate cf the whole 
world depends on the brttles on our 
front,” the paper added. ‘‘ The Alles 
help not only us, but themselves, with 
their supplies.”’ 

On the Leningrad front the Russians 

killed 2,000 Germans in two days. 
' WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Official 
sources stated that a new Lease-Lend 
credit of approximately $1,000,000,000 
(£250,000,000) was being negotiated 
for Kussia. 

Confirming reports that an additional 
Lend-Lease loan to Russia was under 
consideration, President Roosevelt 
pointed out vesterday that the original 
$1,000,000,000 Joan was getting to a 
point where it will all have to be 
obligated. The new loan was necessary 
for the flow and production of war 
materials for Russia to go on without 
interruption, : 

Delivery of the war supplies to 
Russia, which had fallen below fhe 
schedule promised after December 7, 
will be fully caught up by March Ist,

PRISON INTERVIEW 


The witness told Mr. MacBride (for Plant 
and O’Connor) that on one occasion he had 
spent over four hours, with an interval for 
tea, interviewing Plant at Arbour Hill 
Prison. The witness and a police Superin- 
tendent asked the prisoner questions during 
all that time, but Plant spoke only one 
sentence. While interviewing O’Connor at 
Clonmel Garda Station, he produced the 
Hayes ‘“ Confession,” and had shown 
O’Connor one paragraph in it in which 
Hayes was alleged to have written: “ The 
order for the shooting of Devereux was 
sent dowr by ine to the Divisional O.C. of 
the Wexford area.” The witness denied 
having told O'Connor that he would be shot 
if he did not make a statement, nor did 
he tell Plant that he was “for it” and 
that there would be no slab over his tomb. 


PURCHASE OF DUTCH 
GUILDERS 


JUDGMENT FOR IRISH 
S.S. COMPANY 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE BLACK.) 


Reserved judgment was given in favour 


of the Wexford Steamship Company, Ltd., 


in their action against the National Bank, 


Ltd., claiming a declaration that a debit 
entry of £15,696 made by the bank on their 
current account on May 16, 1940, had 
wrongfully been made. 


The dispute arose from a transaction for 
the purchase by the bank for the Steamship 


Company of Dutch guilders in connection 


with the acquisition of a ship then at a 
port in Holland; and the main issue in 
the action was whether the guilders were 
to be deliyeretl in London or Holland. 

In the course of his judgment Mr. 
Justice Black said that the Steamship Com- 
pany had stated that their intention was 
that the guilders should be purchased by 
the bank and lodged to their credit in the 
bank’s head office in London, to be made 
available for them later in Holland if they 
gave instructions to that effect. The bank 
purchased the guilders from the Bank of 
England on May 9, and the Bank of Eng- 
land, being aware that they were intended 
to be made available in Holland, sent the 
National Bank a confirmatory sale note, 
naming May 14 as the value date, which 
meant the delivery date. In the ordinary 
way that would have been three days after 
the sale, but a bank holiday intervened, 
and something more than a bank holiday 
intervened: Holland was invaded on May 
10, and there followed a state of chaos, 
eommunications paralysed, assets frozen, 
and the country aflame. 

Yet, on May 13th, the Bank of England, 
faithful to literal contract and prescribed 
system, cabled to its Dutch agents to place 
tha guilders at the disposal of the Dutch 
agents of the National Bank, and on May 
14th debited the National Bank with the 
sterling equivalent, The cable of May 
13th never had been acknowledged; a letter 
from the National Bank to the Amster- 
damsche Bank, advising them of the pur- 
chase of the guilders, had been returned by 
the censor, and neither the Bank of Eng- 
land nor the parties to the action could 
say. even at the present hour, whether 
anybody in Holland ever had heard of this 
particular guilder transaction, or whether 
the guilders ever had been made available 
in that country for anybody. 

Mr. Justice Black stated that the 
National Bank said that when, upon their 
order. the Bank of England agreed to 
sell them the guilders they had discharged 
their contractual duties to the steamship 
company, which became indebted to them 
in the sum of £15,696, being the price of 
the guilders, plus commission, and that thev 


| were then entitled to make the debit which 


was challenged. On the other hand, the 
steamship company contended that it was 
of the essence of the contract that the 
National Bank, having bought the guilders. 
should lodge them to their account in the 
head office in London pending further in- 
structions; that no such instructions ever 
had been given; that the guilders never 
had been so lodged; and that, accordingly 
the National Bank, hot having performed 
the contract, were not entitled to debit them 
with the price of the guilders. 

Mr. Justice Black said that he must 
interpret the contract in the sense in which 
the Wexford Steamship Company claimed 
‘that it should be interpreted, and as an 
individual bargain which the National Bank 
had failed to perform, so that they were 
not entitled tu make the debit which was 
challenged.

Arthur Cox and Co.) appeared for the steain- 
ship company; and Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. 
J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. Vaughan 
Wilson (instructed by Mr. P. C. Furlong) 
for the bank. 


POISONED SWEETS 
3 CHARGE 
PRISONER’S STATEMENT IN 
WITNESS BOX 


When the trial was continued yesterday 
of Patrick Molloy, aged 50, a rural post- 
man, of Ballinamore, near Glenties, County 
Donegal, for attempting to murder Private 
James Herron by sending him poisoned 
sweets to Galway, the accused man gave 
evidence in his own defence. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. Hoe said that he was acquainted 
with Molly Herron for about ten years, and 
at a certain time they became fond of each 
other. Letters passed between them. In 
June, 1941, he met Herron, who was angry 
and wanted to fight. Later he became 
aware that Herron was taking legal pro- 
ceedings against him, claiming £2,000 
damages for criminal conversation. In the 
autumn a meeting took place between the 
witness and Herron in the priest’s house. 
Herron wanted £200, but the witness did 
not make an offer, and he was not prepared 
to pay that amount. 

in reply to Mr. MeGuckin he denied that 
he had anything to do with the sending 
of the parcel of sweets to Private Herron, 
or that he ever bought sweets with the 
intention of petting poison in them. There 
was no truth, he said, in the suggestion 
that he went to Mrs. Sweeney to get her 
to write a to sonar F erron.

From Our Lonpon FINANciat 
CoRRESPONDENT. 
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The escape of the German warships 
from: Brest, the fall of Singapore and 
the Japanese menace to Rangoon and 
the Dutch East Indies have had a de- 
pressing effect, on Stock Markets, but 
so far there has been no heavy volume 
of selling. Buying support has prac- 
tically ceased, at least for the popular 
Miscellaneous issues, but the prospect 
of liquidation has induced dealers to 
mark down prices. : 

Oil shares have naturally given way 
sharply because of the destruction to 
property and the prospective loss of 
profits, and there has been a severe 
drop in Cable and Wireless Ord. on 
fears of reduced traffics. Other weak 
spots include Calcutta Electric, Eastern 

ank shares, Dunlop Rubber and 
British-American Tobacco, while Im- 
perial Tobacco, which has a large 
interest in ‘‘ Bats,’’ has also given way 
in spite of the record trade announced 
in the report. 

There have been numerous declines 
in Rubber, Tea and Eastern Tin issues, 
while Australian Gold Mining shares 
have become a nominal market on a 
report that operations may be sus- 
pended for the duration of the war. 

The one bright spot so far this week has 
been the firmness sn Home Railways, in 
anticipation of the dividend announcements, 
which are due this week. The general belief 
is that the payments for 1941 will be main- 
tained at the 1940 level, but some people 
hope for an increase in L.M.S. Ord. from 
14 per cent. paid for 1940 to 2 per cent. 
for 1941, in Great Western Ord. from 4 per 
cent. to 44 per cent. on Southern Defd 
Ord. from 374 per cent. to 2 ner cent., and 

verhaps a larger distribution on L.N.E. 2nd

These expectations appear to be rather 
optimistic, in view of the uncertainty as to 
how the railway companies will deal with 
the liability for war damage contributions, 
but they have been responsible for some 
gains in the Ord. stocks as well as in the

RECORD TOBACCO SALES 


In his review of the company’s affairs, 
Lord Dulverton, Chairman of the Imperjal 
Tobacco Co., refers to the shortage of pfo- 
ducts owing to the increased level of de- 
mand. In April of last year the Govern- 
ment decided to release more leaf tobacco 
from bond, and since then the company, in 
common with other manufacturers, has 
supplying a greater volume of goods than 
ever before in the history of the trade. 
There is still a limit to permitted deliveries, 
but the limit has been fixed by the Govern- 
ment at a level which nearly, if not quite, 
satisfies public demand, . 

Regarding current trading, Lord Dulver- 
ton gtates that shipments of United States 
leaf are now made to the Government, who, 
in turn, sell them to manufacturers for 
payment in sterling. Under this plan the 
question of providing dollar exchange does 
not arise, and so long as other urgent calls 
on shipping admit of sufficient tobacco 
being included, the future can be ed 
forward to with greater confidence. Ile 
adds that the manufacturers and the smok- 
ing public are indebted to the United States 
Government for their generous action in 
initiating the lease-lend arrangement. 
Resides U.S.A. tobacco, the company uses 
an important amount of tobacco grown in 
the Empire. 


“IMPS” SMALLER PROFIT 


In spite of the record business, the net 
profit of the Imperial Tobacco Co. for the 
year ‘to Sist October last, at 27,971,241, 
showed a reduction of £901,587 owing to 
the heavy taxation. As already announced 
the total distribution on the Ordinary 
eapital is 174 per cent., tax free, against 
20 per cent., tax free, for 1959-40 
although, when “ grossed up,” the dividend 
is practically unchanged.

free trade has little application to 
reality in these days, when the 
whole concern of our country is to 
import and to export everything 
Only a few years ago the 
ambition of the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment, vociferously supported by most 
manufacturers, 
prohibit the importation of virtually 
to-day the country’s 
chief danger lies in the difficulty of 
importing anything at all. We our- 
selves confess to many changes of 
opinion in regard to the indus- 
trialisation of this country during 
the past ten years. 
advocates of free trade we became 
supporters of a modest degree of 
industrialisation, 
little reason to doubt the correctness 
of that change of view. It is evident 
that a new com- 
promise must be discouered, if Irish 
economy is to enjoy any sort of 
stability in the years succeeding the 
Home industries are 
good, but they must be home indus- 
tries which depend upon native 
sources for their supply of raw 
It is useless to manufac- 
ture steel goods so long as the raw 
materials for the manufacture of 
steel must be carried from remote

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“ Black Market” 


At a conference of 'the Dublin 
Parish Councils, held in Dublin 
recently, a demand was made for 
strong Government, action against, 
operators in the “black market,” 
and the opinion was expressed that 
‘the present price of fuel is excessive 
and should be reduced. We always 
have maintained that the standard 
prices for coal and turf, fixed by the 
Government some time ago, are far 
beyond the pockets of a large section 
of the community, but a revision of 
the price list would accomplish little 
or nothing unless it should be accom- 
panied by the 
severe measures to deal 
profiteers. Even at the present time 
many shopkeepers possess supplies 
‘of fuel which they refuse to sell at 
the regulation prices, in the hope 
that the prices will soar still higher. 
Such behaviour naturally creates a 
false shortage, which results in the 
formation of a ‘‘ black market,’’ in 
which the commodities are sold at 
prices three or four times in excess 
of the regular figure. Since fuel is 
one of the necessaries of existence, 
people will be prepared to pay 
almost any price to obtain it.

The soap-rationing Order, which 
came into: force -on February. 9th, 
restricted supplies of soap in Great 
Britain to four ounces a person 
a week, This Order may have

‘Conquest of Bread 


All our statesmen and leaders are 
agreed that wheat must be grown 
to the utmost capacity if we are to 
be sure of our daily bread. ‘The 
Senate is so convinced of this th tit 
recommends compulsory wheat grow- 
ing as well as compulsory tillage. 

Many years ago I read a little 
book by Prince Peter Kropotkin 
called “ The Conquest of Bread,’’ 
which dealt with this very question. 
Kropotkin urged that the problem of 
bread must be tackled on the lines of 
intensive scientific cultivation, He 
maintained that science applied 
to agriculture could multiply the 
harvest, | 

Among his provocative statements 
was one to the effect that Brazil, 
properly cultivated, could supply 


enough wheat for the whole world. 


This will not help us now; for we 


cannot even get maize from that 


quarter. England, he declared, 
could feed three times her population 


on her home production of wheat if 


she listened to the scientists. 
Kropotkin was a great believer in 
rural civilisation, and studied all 


questions of farming, writing 


voluminously in support of his thesis. 
If there is any truth in it, surely 
it would apply with redoubled 


strength to a country with the small 
population of Ireland. Can our 
own agricultural experts help us in 
the matter? 


Debt Collecting 
The business of collecting debts 


must have been difficult enough in 
pre-war days, but nowadays it is 
fraught with perils unknown to the 
ordinary mortal.

Still Going Strong 


It must be getting on for six 
months since two of the popular 
cigarette card gift schemes were dis- 
continued, and consequently it was 
surprising to find the other day that 
the distribution of gifts still is going 
on. 
In a midland railway station this 
week a friend tells me that he found 
what used to be the restaurant and 
also the men’s waiting-room, piled 
high with those distinctive fireside 


chairs, card tables, and ironing 


boards, which used to figure on ths 
gift lists awaiting transport to many 
parts of the country. 

In the last two years hundreds of 
thousands of utility articles for the 
household have been distributed 
through the cigarette schemes, and 
the Great Southern Railway stil] is 
sending them through the country 
at the rate of about 3,000 a week. 
The popularity of the ironing boards, 
chairs and tables makes one wonder 
if the chief recreations in rural 
areas are not ironing, sitting at the 
fire and card-playing. . 

Incidentally, the railway never 
had a claim for a lost or mislaid 
gift. 


Divisional Signs 


The divisional signs which orna- 
ment the sleeves of British soldiers, 
the front wiwgs of their transport 
and other parts of their equipment, 
are not selected merely for their 
decorative appeal. Several of the 
signs represent a humorous play 
upon the names of the divisional 
commanders or the history of the 
places that they represent.

very effort since they got complete 
control of their own affairs was in the 
direction of laying the foundation for 
some of the developments of the past 
ten or twenty years. The question of 
free trade versus protection had been 
debated for generations, but they had 
learned to believe that so far as Ireland 
was concerned there was only one side 
to that question. If they wanted to 
give real service to the nation and 
employment to their people, they would 
have to get industries established, and 
he did not see how that work could 
be done beside a great manufacturing 
nation without protection. He was not 
trying to make party capital when he 
said that his Government had set out 
to fulfil the promises it made to protect 
industry. 


GRAVE DANGERS 


There were grave dangers connected 
with protection. As business men they 
woud be the first to admit that the 
trouble was that they had gone into 
industry at a time when mass produc- 
tion had come into force, and was pre- 
dominant in the world as the most 
economic method. Had they come in 
earlier when the units were smaller 
‘they would not have had to face many 
of the dangers that existed now. Every 
Irish businessman ough’: to remember 
the ‘fable wof the goose that laid the 
golden eggs, and if they exploited 
the public who were bound to buy 
their produce there would be a reaction 
which would destroy both them and 
their businesses. If they wanted this 
industrial development to continue it 
was essential to make up their minds 
to give. the public the best possible 
value for their money in good goods of 
standard quality, produced as cheaply 
as possible. As manufacturers, they had 
a big responsibility to the community if 
they were to continue to have State 
protection. 


A NECESSARY EVIL 


Ten years ago the Government’s idea 
was to get industries started somehow 
with the full realisation that the com- 
munity would have to make certain 
sacrifices at first, but he at any rate 
had at the back of his mind the idea 
that a time was bound. to come when 
they should have a body like the old 
Tariff Commission, which was put aside 
because it was stopping development

Mr. de Valer’ referred to the estab-

GREAT PROGRESS 

Mr. P. O’Keefe, President of the 
N.A.1.D.A., said that when twenty 
years ago Mr. de Valera opened the 
permanent Exhibition of Irish In- 
dustries, it marked an important stage 
in their history. If they thought of 
the position of their native industries 
to-day, as compared with the position 
in 1921, they would realise the wonder- 
fy progress which had Leen made 
uring the last two decades. The 
crisis they were passing through 
emphasised that agriculture was their 
fundamental industry. What the 
future held no man could tell, but 
they must take their stand on the 
principle enunciated by Arthur Griffith, 
“Only on the soil of a nation can a 
nation’s salvation be worked out.’

| MAHARAJA OF REWA. 
SUSPENDED 


ALLEGED COMPLICITY IN 
GRAVE CRIMES 


NEW DELHI, Tuesday. — The 
wers of administration of the 
aharaja of Rewa have been sus- 
pended, it is officially announced, The 
announcement reads :— 

“Evidence has recently come into 
the possession of His’ Excellency the 
Crown Representative indicating the 
complicity of the Maharaja of Snowe 
in certain criminal offences of so grave 
& nature that His Excellency decided 
that the case be referred to a Com- 
mission of Inquiry. To enable the 
case to be completed for submission to 
such a Commission, it is necessary for 
& further investigation to be made 
within Rewa. His Excellency is con- 
vinced that such an investigation could 
not be satisfactorily conducted as long 
as the aja remains in charge 
of the admi ion or within the 
boundaries of the State. 

“His Excellency, therefore, con- 
sidered it essential that the Maharaja 
should, for the time being, reside out- 
side the State and abstain from any 
interference in the conduct of the pro- 
posed investigation of supplementa 
evidence believed to be locally avail. 
able. As, however; the Maharaja indi- 
cated unwillingness to acquiesce in any 
such independent inquiries being made,

' EXCESS PROFITS - 
TAX RESENTED 


MERCANTILE MARINE 
NEEDED 


‘ce E are willing to stagger 
W under our share of any load 
of taxation in time of war 
in order to arm and man our defence 
forces. Bu‘, as producers and em- 
loyers, we ask that those of us who 
in early days were managing industries 
in their infancy and losing money 
should not see our reserves depleted 
and our shareholders denied dividends 
at a time when resources are needed to 
continue employment where employ- 
ment becomes more and more difficult 
to justify.” This reference to the 
excess profit taxes was made by the 
President of the Federation of Irish 
Manufacturers, Ltd, Mr. M. W. 
O’Reilly, at the eighth annual general 
meeting in the Catholic Commercial 
Club, Dublin. ‘We have made our 
proposals to the Government,”’ he said ; 
“we trust the Government will take 
reasonable action.” Mr. O'Reilly added 
that the Federation stood neither for 
inflation nor for profiteering. Shortage 
of supplies had affected very acutely 
certain industries, but complete neta 
age existed in the case of remarkab y 
Bee firms. ‘But let us be frank,’ 
said Mr. O’Reilly. ‘‘The industrial 
scene is growing more sombre, and 
many of our industries by this autumn 
will be barely operating.’’ ~The vital 
importance of their having in the 
future a mercantile marine was 
IRA The possession of even sixty 
ships at the outbreak of war, many of 
which might perhaps have been sunk 
by now, would have made a great 
difference to their position. 

Mr. C. McCauley, who seconded the

‘There were still 
many firms. receiving imports of raw 
material from Britain, and in this con- 
nection he would criticise the attitude 
of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. An Irish firm had received 
ten tons of raw material from an 
English firm recently, and was asked in 
return to send heck a half-ton of the 
manufactured product, but the Govern- 
ment would not allow its export. 

““ Unless the Government controls our 
finances we may find an avalanche on 
top of us,” said Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
shila to Irish investments abroad. 
There was over 250 millions of Irish 
money invested outside the country, 
and the Government and the banks 
should get together and examine this 
position. Ships were now being bought 
at many times their pre-war price. This 
was due entirely to lack of co-opera- 
tion between the Department of 
Indust and Commerce and Irish 
industrialists when this project was 
mooted lon 
hostilities. This lack of official vision 
was also exemplified by the failure to 
build up a reserve stock of at least two 
year’s supply of raw material. 

Mr. J. Monahan and Mr. L. J, 
Costello criticised the effect of the 
reviving of Irish on the general stan- 
dard of Irish education. 


VALUE OF IRISH 


Mr. D. McCullough said that his 
children were being educated through 
Irish, and it was developing in them 
a clearer and more acute mind than 
if they had been taught through 
another medium.
